After accepting Islam, I have studied and learned more 
about Christianity than I ever did as a Christian. As a 
Christian, I was taught to take everything I was told to be 
the truth. I was never encourged to investigate and search 
for the truth. In Islam, we are told to make certain that what 
someone, even an Imam, tells us something, pertaining to 
our religion, that it is correct. We are encouraged to read it 
for ourselves, either in the Qur'an or in Ahadith. We are not 
to just accept blindly, the words of another, else we might 
commit Bid' ah (invention in the religion). 

Christianity never made sense to me. I would study the 
Bible and afterwards, I was only confused. There were so 
many contradictions. How could God's Word be filled 
with contradictions? I thought I was stupid, or a very bad 
Christian, it just didn't make sense to me. Growing up, I 
would ask my mother about these contradictions and 
things I couldn't understand. Her answer to me was 
always the same, "We shouldn't ask these things, some 
things are only for God to know. You shouldn't question 
about God and the Bible." But I had so many questions

'stupid'. I just couldn't get it. It wasn't until researching 
Islam that I discovered that while in truth, Allah sent 
Books before the Qur'an, the Scriptures of Abraham, the 
Torah, the Psalms and the Gospel, much of them has been 
lost, and what remains of the original texts have been 
mixed with what people's own hands have written, as 
confirmed in the Noble Qur'an.
